HALPIN OUTLINES THEORY 


Hammer Bought Fortnight Before 
Crime Was Committed, Al- 
leges Detective. 


VICTIM'S IDENTITY is CERTAIN 


Capt. John J. Halpin called a session of 
the police board of strategy yesterday after- 
noon over the difficult problem that confronts 
him in the man hunt for Handsome” Jack 
Koetters. 

In the rence were Capt. Halpin, Sec- 
retary James Markham of the detective bu- 
reau, Chief McWeeny, and a number of the 
detectives who have been working on the 
mystery of the murder of Mrs. Emma Kraft 
at the Saratoga hotel on the night of Nov. 13. 

All day long the police had been working 
to spread the hunt over the nation. In 
the morning they had received a photograph 
of the slayer, rushed a half tone for the po- 
Hee bulletin, and mailed 800 copies of the 
picture to cities all over the United States. 

The mails had been augmented by fifty 
telegrams with a description of the six foot 
fugitive with the cleft in his chin. Detec- 
tives were spread out from Chicago over 
three states, Michigan, Indiana, and I)Mnois. 
Men have been placed by long distance tele- 
phonee Mke pawns on a chess board. Mes- 
sages were flashed to every outbound steam- 
ship within the wireless sone. 


Board of Strategy Meets. 

It was late in the day that the board of 
strategy went into session to discover if 
anything had been left undone, 

It's a difficult case,“ said Capt. Halpin, 
“and we must depend upon the time sea- 
Soned axiom, ‘Be eure Four Bin wil find 
you out,’ for success, We are on the morn- 
ing of the ninth day since the crime was 
committed. That means a nine days’ start 
for the slayer. We are not facing the deed 
of a rash moment. This murder was delib- 
erate. It probably was planned out weeks 
in advance. In fact, we have evidence to this 
effect in the statement of Koetters, and you 
see (I charge him with the crime) that he ex- 
pected to have a lot of cash about Nov. 1. 
Also we have established that the hammer 
was bought a forthight before the murder. 

The slayer took Mrs. Kraft to the Sara- 
toga hotel about 1 o’clock in the afternoon. 
He had been awaiting her in Chicago. «<¢ 
was here he planned to kill her. He had been 
awaiting her Arrivase at least à day. It was 
after 10 o’clock that her body was found. 
But she had been struck at least two hours 
before. We have established that by the 
length of time it takes blood to go through 
a heavy mattress. 


Gets Money and Jewels. 

“He was out of the hotel and on his way be- 
fore 8 o'clock in the evening. When he met 
the woman he had no money—at the most a 
few dollars His clothes were ol. When he 
left the hotel that night he had at least $4,000 
in cash and a smal) fortune in jewels. There 
was plenty of time for him to take a night 
train out of the city. The big express trains 
had not yet left. 

„ Would he take a train? But two things 
could keep him in Chicago, I believe. One 
would be the curiosity as to whether or not 
he had committed a crime for which he might 
be hanged, If he yielded to this, he might 
have remained in Chicago forfour days. If 
he remained in town over night, he would 
have known the woman was alive and per- 
haps the desire to know whether she would 
regein consciousness and reveal all might 
have kept him here until the night of the 
16th, when Mrs. Kraft died. 


May Have Gone to Indiana. 

“ However, we discovered something this 
evening that makes me believe Koetters may 
have hit directly for Greensburg, Ind. On 
the day following the murder of Mrs. Kraf* 
a letter purporting to come from her was 
received by a friend in Cincinnati. We are 
now trying to find if this letter was really 
written by Mre Kraft. 

“We also had a tip that Mrs. Kraft had 
yisited Detroit with Koetters before the 
murder and that she had deposited some of 
her money there with him in a. joint ae- 
count under an assumed name. Lieut. Zim- 
mer is investigating that in the hope that 
Koetvers might have gone to Detroit after 
the murder. But he has had no luck. 

** Koetters wore clothing that was cheap. 
It ia not unlikely he went to some of those 
shops south of Van Buren street and pur 
chased a new outfit. It would not have been 
unnatural for him to have his curly hair 
clipped short. The next thing would be to 
cover the cleft in his chin. It takes longer 
to do that. He must grow a beard. To con- 
ceal his height is a more dificult matter and 
one I do not think he has attempted.” 


First Act to Disguise. Self. 

* Koetters is a tall man with curly brown 
hair and a @imple in his chin. He was 
smooth shaven. A detective furnished with 
such a description would have no difficulty 
in spotting hig man. We give Koetters cred- 
it for having common sense enough to real- 
ize this. Therefore his first act would be 
to disguise himself.“

at least $150,000 worth of honds issued by the 
O’Gara Coal company and guaranteed by the 


The railroad officials are said to contend 
they have sold the bonds and that they no 
longer exercise any financiai control over 
the coal corporation. This explanation, in 
view of the $60,000 paid by the Lake Shore 
to the O'Gara company in 1910, is not satis- 
factory to the government, and the entire 
record relative to the bond issue win be 
presented to the grand jury. 


Part of $300,000 Bond Issue. 


The bond's alleged to be in the possession 
of the railroad officials are part of a $300,000 
pond issue for the purpose of acquiring coal 
properties in the southern Illinois coal min- 
ing district. 

Certain officials.of the rallroad are said to 
have obtained stock in the O’Gara company. 
The $60,000 received by the coal corporation 
was handed over in the form of rebate, the 
government contends, and may have tees 
used to pay dividends on the stock. 

The voting of indictments, It is said, is in 
immediate prospect. That the government 
is prepared to act drastically in the cage 
was indicated by the arrival from Washing- 
ton of Oliver B. Pagan, indictment expert of 
the staff of Attorney General Wickersham.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 21.—It is report - 
ed that a Greek squadron has landed troops 
and taken possession of the island of Myt - 
lene. 

The Greek commander invited the Turkish 
governor aboard the flagship and demanded 
the surrender of the island within two hours. 
The governor asked him to reconsider and 
the commander refused his request. 

Troops were landed, but they met with no 
resistance, the weak Turkish garrison retir- 
ing into the interior.

Joined by another Turkish cruiser. The four 
attacking torpedo boats returned to Varna 
with damaged smokestacks.

ATHENS, Nov. 21.—The Athens newspa- 
pers print a report published in Saloniki, al- 
leging that the Bulgarian officers at Serres, 
on the ground that they had been insulted by 
the Turkish populace, ordered the troops to 
fre, with the result that 500 persons were 
killed or wounded.

Chicago, Nov. 21.—[Editor of The Tribune.] 
~The evening papers of today are accusing 
the Greek soldiers now occupying Saloniki of 
murder, arson, and othe? crimes. How relia- 
bie the news is can oe gathered from the fact 
that the same dispatch announces that there 
are now 36,000 Bulgarian soldiers in Saloniki 
and that most of the Greek troops have been 
withdrawn from that city. 

The city of Saloniki was captured by the 
Greeks on Nov. 8. Ever since that time no 
euch atrocities have taken place, and furth- 
ermore a peace was accomplished by the 
former minister of justice of Greece, Mr. 
Ractivan. who immediately was appointed 
by the Greek government a governor of Sa- 
loniki and who has given a peaceful ad- 
ministration since thet time.

PULITZER’S PLACE 


M. E. Stone Thinks His Services 
to New York World Worth 
$100,000 a Year. 


CALLED A GREAT GENIUS. 


Appraiser’s Report Shows Inter- 
esting Statistics About Big 
Metropolitan Paper. 


New York, Nov. 21.—[Special.)—The ap- 
praisal of the estate of Joseph Pulitzer was 
filed today, showing the groés value of the 
real and personal property is $18,525,116, and 
the net value of the es:ate, which is exclusive 
of debt, funeral expenses, and administrative 
expences, ie $16,843,484. 

His 4,000 shares of stock in the Press rud- 
lishing company, publishers of the World 
and Evening Work, are appraised at $604 a 
share, or $3,016,455. His 0,154 shares of stock 
in the Pulitzer Publishing company of St. 
Louis, are appraised at $1,115,717. The par 
value of both stocks ts $100 4 shere. 

The values placed on the stocks in the two 
publishing compaaies by Joseph F. Berry, 
the appraiser, is based largely upon the testi- 
money of Melville E. Stone as to the vaiue 
to the newspapers of the services of Mr. 
Pulitzer, and the decrease in value of the 
properties due to his death. 


Hazerd in Newspaper Business. 
“The newspaper business is an exceeding- 
ly hazardous business, compared with any 
other form of investment,” said Mr. Stone. 
“The supreme hazard in a newspaper busi- 
ness isin having an intelligent head, in which 
the public will have confidence. Thereisa 
burning illustration of this in the case of 
the World. The property was owned orig- 
inally by Jay Gould, and because it was 
owned by him and because he could not. with 
all his other investments, arouse confidence 
in it, he was glad to sell it at a great loss 
to Mr. Pulitzer. 

“I undertake to say there is no question 
in my mind—while I do not wish to indulge in 
any personal discussion—I have not any 


doubt that if John D. Rockefeller should 


buy the World today he cold destroy its 
valus in thirty days. That is hota reflection 
on Mr. Rockefeller, but he has other interests 
which are large.“ 


Fixing Value of Stocks. 

In fixing the value of stocks in the Press 
Publishing company at the time of Mr. Pulitz- 
er's death on Oct. 20, 1911, the appraiser was 
aide. by figures submitted by N. H. Bots- 
ford, auditor of the company. 

For 1908 the gross revenue was $5,567,679, 
the expenses $5,040,198, depreciation and bad 
debts $193,808, and the net profit $333,678. In 
1908 the gross revenue was $5,506,660 and the 
total net profit $662,601. In 1910 the revenue 
Was $6,288,857 and the net profit $702,874. In 
1911 the revenue was $6,382,137 and the net 
profit $552,883. -The net profit during the four 
yeare was $2,251,321. 

The auditor reported that during the years 
named bonuses of $140,000 were paid and dur- 
ing three of these years Mr. Pulitzer paid 
them out of his own funds. The total he paid 
wes $105,000. 


Loss During Spanish War. 

Florence D. White, financial manager of 
the company, said in an affidavit: 

“ Enormous expenditures are at all ‘times 
necessary, even when there is no compensa- 
tory increase in nevenue, and even increased 
circulation, owing to public interest which 
must be satisfied, actually means increased 
losses. The year 1898 may be cited. Aftera 
long and uninterrupted series of highly 
profitable years, the great expense of re- 
porting the Spanish-American war and great 
demand for news attendant thereon caused a 
deficit ef 548.000.“ 

Mr. ‘White said seventy-three libe) actions 
were pending against the company at the 
time of Mr. Pulitzer’s death, and the amounts 
paid out in verdicts and settlements of Ifbel 
in four years were as follows: 1908, $60,738: 
1908, $79,087; 1910, $78,850. and 1911, 6114. 108. 

Mr. White also said shortly after Mr. 
Pulitzer’s death a new contract for the pur- 
chase of print paper had to be mad: and 
under this contract the cost of the paper is 
increased between $850,000 and $400,000 a 
year. 

Details of the Appraisal. 

In the formal report of the appraiser, Mr. 
Pul'tzer’s real estate is appraised at $3. 278,- 
000. The personal property, appraised at 
$15,247,116. includes as one of the largest 
items $1.000,000 of Panama cara] bonds, 
appraised at $1,015,000. Other large items 
are: 6,000 shares Lackawanna railroad 
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stock, $1,617,870; 4,000 shares Jersey Central 
stock, $1,183,560, and 5,000 shares Louisvifie 
and Naghville stock, §272,500. 

The appraisa) shows the heir to receive the 
largest legacy $s Ralph Pulitzer Jr., a grand- 
son, who gets $2,555,673, and the next largest 
sum goes to Seward W. Pulftzer, also a 
grandson, who gets $2,546,472. Mrs. Kate 
Davis Pulitzer, the widow, received §1,771,- 
902, and the bequests to the sons were: Ralph, 
$1,061,148; Joseph, $684,267, and Herbert, 
$1,007,518. There were other large bequests 
to daughters and their heirs. 


Gives $100,000 to Valet. 


Mr. Pulitzer gave $100,000 to his valet, Jabez 
Cunningham, and left two funds of $20,000 for 
the employés of the World and the Post Dis- 
patch. Funds of $25,000 for a statue of 
Thomas Jefferson and $50.000 for a fountain 
im New York City were taxed because the 
law does not exempt them, although the be- 
quests were for a public purpose. 

The total amount to be received by Colum- 
bia university for the School of Journalism ig 
$1,516,802. The Metropolitan Museum of Art 
and the Philharmonic society of New York 
each gets $766,802. . 

Upon the testimony of Melville E. Stone and 
Charles H. Taylor ct the Boston Globe, the 
appraiser found that the good will value of 
the World is $1,000,000 and of the Post Dis- 
patch $500000. The tax assessed is $411,916, 
of which $410,360 was paid by the executors 
six months efter Mr. Pulitzer died. 

Mr. Stone was asked if he didn't think it 
would be possible for the newspapers to in- 
crease their advettising rates to recoup.their 
losses by the increased cost of white paper. 
He replied that because of the competition 
between newspapers it would be ifnpossible 
for one newspaper to raise the rates. 

Testifying as to Mr. Pulltser's services to 
his newspapers Mr. Stone said: 

„Mr. Pulitzer was a newspaper and jour- 
nalistic genius. I do not know of any one su- 
perior to him, The future of the World in the 
hands of even his son would be problematical. 
In the hands of a board of trustees such as 
he has appointed, it would be, it seems to me, 
a serious problem. 

“T cannot imagine a worse condition of 
controlling a paper than through a board 
of trustees. There is abundant reason for 
that. A newspaper represents an opinion or 
view of every conceivable happening in the

“I think that victory will have the 
effect of strengthening suffrage gentiment in 
the east. We are ready for it in Pennsyl- 
vania, and it will not be many years before 
the southern states will fall in line.“ 


Mrs. Blankenburg Foresees Victory. 
Mrs. Blankenburg. who was president of 
the Pennsylvania association for many years, 
long before it was fashionable and long be- 
fore it was assured of success, also ex- 
pressed the opinion that Pennsylvania will 
soon joip the suffrage states.

Committee Approves Ordinance 
Reorganizing Department. 


CHIEF ASKS MORE STATIONS, 


McWeeny Objects to Clause Reducing 
Precincts to Twenty-five. 


The police department reorganization ordi- 
nance, drafted on the lines of the report 
made a few days ago by its investigating 
subcommittee, was recommended for pas- 
sage last night by a unanimous vote of the 
council committee on echools, fire, police, 
and civil service. 

Chairman Geiger said the ordinance prob- 
ably would be offered for approval next Mon- 
day night. 

Every member of the committee except 
Ald. Kenna and Ald. McInerney attended the 
session. Chief McWeeny took a prominent 
Part in the discussion. 


Chief Enters an Objection. 

Chief McWeeny took exception to thé 
echool of instruction being placed under the 
eupervision of the second deputy superin- 
tendent inetead of under the first deputy, 
who is to be In charge of the active force. 

Nou ought to have an experienced police- 
man to instruct recrutta,’’ he said. 

Aldermen Richert, Block, and Harding ex- 
plained that the school is not meant to train 
men in police work, but to teach ettisens 
the knowledge necessary to become police- 


men. 

The chief then objected to ae clause provid- 
ing for payment of student policemen, 
but the clause stood. 

Police Operator in Plea. 

John P. Reed, head of the Police Operators’ 
association asked that operators be called 
“policemen” in the new ordinance, but no 
action was taken on this request. He said 
he believed that the orphans and widows of 
the operators mould share in the police 
pension fund. 

The chief objected to sharing of the pension 
fund and algo attacked the plan to reduce the 
number of police precincts from forty-five to 
twenty-five.

ALCOHOLISM CAUSES SUICIDE 
OF HOTEL REALTY PRESIDENT. 


John E. Corne Kills Himself by Cover- 
ing Face with Cotton Batting Satu- 
rated with Chloroform. 


Despondency over excessive drinking is be- 
neved to have caused the suicide of John E. 
Corne, president of the United States Hotel 
Realty company, 89 West Adams street, in 
a room at the Pianters hotel, where he had 
registered under an assumed name.

What importance the document will have 
will lie in the effort to arouse Republican 
pride in the accomplishments of the Repub-

It will constitute, in fact. an appeal to 
Republicans to forget differences and remem- 


der past glories, to get together once more 


and fight unitedly the common political 
enemy. 

The way the president and his advisers fig- 
wre the situation is that the Republican vote 
apit between Roosevelt and Taft and if the 
two forces can be reunited the Republican 
party will return to power. 


Policy of Conciliation. 
by this view, the administration 
Gearing the temainder of its authority pur- 
poses to pursue a policy of concilation. The 
president's message will be the first step in 
this direction unless a complete change of 
plan should be made. Naturally Mr. Taft 
will continue to oppose such progressive 
principles as the recall of judges, the Initia-

Mr. Taft ie a man of moderate means. 
Upon the payment of his last tax assessment 
in Cincinnati some months ago his personal 
fortune amounted to about $80,000. Since he 
has deen in public office his campaign ex- 
penses, both in 1908 and in the recent cam- 
paign, were financed in large part by his 
brother, C. P. Taft of Cincinnati, and inti- 
mate personal friends. 

During his tenure of office he hag lived 
frugally, and the White House social funo- 
tions never have been marked by extrava- 
gance. Travel has been the president's prin- 
cipal diversion, but much of this expense 
has been met by the appropriation of $25,000 


this administration. 


How Oleveland Eked It Out. 

A number of well known incidents were 
recalled in Washington tonight illustrating 
the difficulties which presidents of the United 
States have had after leaving office. 

Grover Cleveland, for instance, left the 
White House with estimated wealth of about 
$100,000 or $150,000. He-was out of pocket 
0 far as his salary as president went, but 
he had accumulated a little money through 
real estate investments in Washington. 

After settling at Princeton he took up writ- 
ing magazine articles occasionally, became 
a lecturer in Princeton university, but later 
was obliged to accept a retainer of $50,000 a 
year fromithe three big life Insurance com- 
panies to act as arbiter in certain disputes. 
The acceptance by Mr. Cleveland of this life 
insurance post led to a good deal of criticiam. 

‘Ex-President Benjamin Harrison had more 
unpleasant experiences even than. Grover 
Cleveland. When he left the White House 
he was worth only about $25,000. He went 
back to Indianapolis to practice law. The 
first case he had came to him through 
Philander C. Knox, now secretary of state. 
Mr. Harrison represented the street railways 
of Indianapolis in a case against the city and 
received a retainer of $25,000. The appear- 


nicipality led to bitter criticliem. Later Mr. 
Harrison received a retainer of $100,000 in 
the Venezuelan arbitration cases, and for this 
also he was severely condemned * many 


citizens.

TROUBLE IN THE SOUTH. 


Los Angeles County Poll for 
Roosevelt Leads to Tribu- 
nal’s Action. 


Los Angeles, Cal, Nov. 21.—A détigion of 
the Appellate court handed down today ap- 
parently insures a majority for Woodrow 
Wilson in California of about 150 votes, and 
nearly all, if not ali, of the electors sent by 
the state to the electoral college. 

For a time tonight it was believed that the

Asks One Hundred and Five Regular 
Clerkships for His Foree. 


William L. O'Connell, county treasurer, 
avoided a contest with the bureau of public 
efficiency yesterday over the number of jobs 
he needs in his office for the next year. The 
treasurer was the eighth of the fee office 
holders to appear before the committee of 
the Circuit court bench. He also is the first 
to agree with the bureau regarding his needs. 

In a way the bureau can claim ea victory, 
its first in two years of effort at the eHmina- 
tion of useless county jobs. This was not, 
however, the elimination of any jobs already 
created and filled. The bureau aided in pre- 
venting the creation of jobs. The alleged 
waste prevented is estimated by the bureau 
between $25,000 and $40,000, depending direct- 
ly upon the salaries which might have been 
appropriated for the various positions. 

The treasurer in his original application 
for help asked that 105 regular clerkships 
be added to his regular force instead of mak- 
ing an allowance of $215,000 for extra clerk 
hire as needed. Yesterday he filed a modi- 
fied application, which was for the same 
number of employés and extra clerks as he 
had last year. That also was the recom- 
mendation of the bureau, which claimed that 
it knew nothing of Mr. O'Connell's intention 
to fle a modified application for help. 

The judges will not insist upon the treas- 
urer employing more men than he has re- 
quested, so the number of employés in that 
office for the next year bas been practically 
decided upon.

Comparison of the Losses. 
Facts and figures collected by B. F. Har- 


’ wie of Champaign, who was president of 


the Illinois Bankers’ association last year, 
show that supervision is needed and that it is 
practicable even in the very small towns of 
Tllinols. The following information is taken 
from a compilation of Mr. Harris’ data: 
Strumpf's Bankers’ Encyclopedia shows 
there were 1,901 banks in Illinois in 
March, 1911. In the last nineteen years 
eighty-three private banks in Illinois have 
failed and only sixteen organized banks. 
From the private banks the logs to de- 
jositors was $2,900,000 on a total deposit 
balance of $60,000,000. The supervised 
institutions had a loss of $2,266,000 on 
total deposits of $1,375,000,000, In other 
words, the private bank loss ratio, applied 
to the deposits of the same magnitude as 
those of the supervised banks, would be 
$2.53 on each $1,000 average yearly bal- 
ance, while the logs through supervised 
banks would total 81-3 cents. On this 
basis of comparison the loss ratio of the 
supervised banks has been only one- 
thirtieth of that of the private banks.

Ald, Mayer of the council subcommittee on 
bank legisiation said a meeting of all of the 
Cook county members of the legislature will 
be called as soon as arrangements can be 
made. He intimated also that an effort wil! 
be made to interest country members in bank 
legislation before or soon after the genera!

El Paso, Tex., Nov. 21.—In a battle near

Twelve rebels, including both leaders, were 
killed, according to a report made today by 
Gen. Tracy Aubert in Juares.

Salazar Rebels Capture Palomas. 

Rebels.early today took Palomas, the Mex- 
lean port of entry opposite Columbus, N. M., 
after two hours of fighting. 

The revolutionists assaulted the town 
shortly after daybreak. The federal garrison 
of little more than 100 men, responded, but 
the rebels had crept close and tossed hand 
grenades of dynamite into the outlying 
houses.

"THREE RARE BOOKS.BOUCHT 
BY CHICAGOAN AT HOE SALE. || 


Walter M. Hill Furchases Two Works 
by Americus Vespucius and First Edi- 
tion of Spenser’s Taerie Queene.” 


New York, Nov. 21—The first dated di- 
tlon of Americus Veapucius’ narrative of his 
third voyage, printed at Augsburg in 1504 
by Johann Otmar, went to Walter M. Hill of 
Chicago at the Hee Mbrary vight sale for 
$2,100, But four other copies are known. 

The éarliest collection extgnt of Ves- 
hucius’ voyages, a quarto in the original limp 
vellum, printed in Milan in 1808, also went 
to Mr. Hill for $2,500. 

A first edi of Spenser's “ Paérie 
Queene,” printed in two small quarto volumes 
in Londen fer Wiltam Ponsonbie between 
1590 and 1596, bound in brown levant by Bed- 
ford, went to Mr. Hill for $750.

Loss of Life in Jamaica Coast 
Towns Put Above 100.

NO AMERICANS ARE VICTIMS. 


and Crews Drowned. 


KINGSTON. Jamaica, Nov. 21.—The official 
estimate of the dead in the hurricane and 
tidal wave which visited the western part 
of Jamaica places the number at more than 
100 in the ast towns alone. Details which 
are gradually coming in indicate great de- 
vastation in the western section. 

Practically all lighters, coasting sloops 
and small craft in the harbors of Green 
Island, Montego bay, Lucea, and Savanna 
La Mar foundered and a large proportion of 
the crews were drowned. Many persons liv- 
ing in these towns lost their lives in the col- 
} lapse of buildings. 


None Dead in American Colony. 

The houses of the American colony at 
Montego Bay were badly damaged, but no 
casualties are reported. 

The tidal wave at Gavanna La Mar was 
the highest in a century. One coasting ves- 
sel was washed half a mile up the main 
street. Fully 90 per cent of the houses were 
blown down by the hurricane. The two 
principal hotels were unroofed, as were all 
the churches and the railway depots. 


Sea Sweeps Through Streets. 

The sea swept over the streets in the lower 
section of the town and rows of dwellings 
were piled up in a gigantic heap at the mouth 
of a gully, where the largest number of the 
dead bodies were recovered.

Official of American Bell Con- 
cern Says His Report Is 
Unreasonable. 


PRESENT DIVIDENDS FAIR 


Declares Wage Increase and Pen- 
sion System Will In- 
erease Costs. 


E. W. Bemis, city telephone expert, was | 
 gidiculed yesterday by the Chicago Telephone 
company. 

His report on telephone rates was criticised 
on a score of points by attorneys for the cor- 
poration, whose rates the council committee 
on gas, oll, and electric unt lo endeavoring 
to revise. They declared him “ inconsis- 
tent,” “in error,” arbitrary.“ “ unreason- 
able,“ and “ mistaken.” 

The committee received the formal answer 
of the company to the Bemis report by Na- 
thaniel T. Guernsey. one of the experts of 
the American Telephone and Telegraph com- 
pany. The aldermen were surprised by the 
severity of his arraignment of Bemis and 
continued the discussion until 10 a. m. next 
Monday. 

Surplus of $700,000 Fictitious. 

Among the company’s declarations against 
the Bemis report and in answer to the aeser- 
tion that its revenue can be reduced $700,000 
a year without injustict. are the following: 

“We confidently submit that this review 
fe more than sufficient to demonstrate that 
his alleged surplus of $700,000 is purely ficti- 
tious and is the result of wholly unwarranted 
and inconsistent ass: ptions. 

“A geufficient depreciation allowance is 
as essential to unimpaired service as & ig to 
unimpaired investment We believe that 
when the radical and manifest errors and 
omiesions of the report of Prof. Bemis are 
corrected. its effect is simply to corroborate 
the conclusions of his predecessors and to 
sustain the contention of the company that 

the present rates are unreasonably low and 
that any revision of them should be not Gowa- 
ward but upward. 

“The telephone company deeply regrets 
the almost unsurmountable éifference be- 
tween Prof. Bemis’ report and the poaftion it 
is forced to take in justice to, and in protec- 
tion of, the telephone property and the serv- 
we to the public. It had hoped that Prot 
Bemis would serve in the capacity of an um- 
pire and would deal with fairness alike to the 
city and the subecribers on one side and the 
company on the other—rather than as an 
advocate of the former only.” 


Eight Per Cent Fair Return. 

Speaking of the rate of return allowed by 
Bemis, the company alleged it was “ unrea- 
sonably low.“ 

“ The character of the telephone business,” 
it proceeded. “ite inherent risks and the 
value of the sérvice rendered require a min- 
imum return of not less than 8 per cent on the 
feir present value. Neither 6 per cent nor 7 
per cent can be regarded as reasonable. 

The communication of the company aléo 
announced that wage increases to be pro- 
vided shortly wil] cost it $300,000 a year, and 
that the pension system announced recenly 
will make an annual charge of $100,000 a year 
against tts treasury.

Concerning Cheaper Cuts. 


BY MARY ELEANOR O'DONNELL. 
ERE are two letters concerning the 
use of the cheaper cuts of meat, of 

. which there has been so much discus- 
sion in these columns. 

| The first writer says: 

“Some time ago, in order to demonstrate 
how the cheaper cuts may be used to advan- 
tage, the packers of the Union stockyards 
gave a banquet in which the piece de resist- 
ance was ‘beef casserole,” THs TRIBUNE pub- 
lishing the recipe at the time. It proved to 
be a flank steak in disguise, and as the proof 
of the pudding is in the eating, it was a most 
Savory and tempting meal, which included po- 
tatoes, onions, carrots, celery, and herbs in a 
rich gravy. but it took six hours’ slow cooking 
to accomplish the result. 

“This is one of the inconsistencies of the 
cheaper cuts and the cheaper varieties of veg- 
Stables, they are impracticable unless one uses 
a coal stove, as they require long, slow cook- 
ing and it is a case of robbing the butcher to 
pay the gas company and making yourself 
think that a stew is as good as a porterhouse 
steak. ö 

“For what one would spend in gas in cook - 
ing the cheaper cuts they could go out and 
get a sirloin at the same cost and no regrets. 
One woman will say: ‘I pay 20 cents for bacon, 
whereas some one else pays 32 cents.’ While 
that particular grade of meat may answer, 
yet there are people who actually believe they 
— getting the same quality as the 32 cent 

ind. 

“The trouble with most bargain hunting 
people is that they believe they can get some- 
thing for nothing, and such a condition doesn't 
exist anywhere. Unless oné is a good shopper 
and knows the reliable brands of food he had 
better let bargain groceries alone, for much 
-ptomaine poisoning is traced directly to the 
inferior grades of canned meats, fish, vegeta- 
bles, and bottled goods, catsups, etc., and 
there is much adulteration in the better 
grades let alone the poor one. 

“Good, substantial, well cooked food is the 
most important thing in life outside of fresh 
air, and yet when first the cry of the high 
cost of living was heard and the necessity for 
economy, the market basket was the first to 
suffer, when, as a matter of fact, the majority 
pay rents and buy clothes away out of pro- 
portion to their incomes. . ; 

“One means of food economy is to balance 
your meals. For example, @ good steak re- 
quires as an accompaniment a light soup, 
salad, one less vegetable perhaps, and a light 
dessert. On a fish day a substantial vegetable 
soup, spaghetti, vegetables, salad, and pud- 
ding. By balancing your meals in this man- 
ner you aleo balance your expense account u 
the same way. M. BaRRS&TT,

“Neighbor Jones said the way to beat the 
high cost was to buy the cheap cuts and send 
the women folks to the cookery school so they 
could make palatable and nutritious dishes. out 
of the scraps. We tried it. Everybody else 
we knew tried it at the same time. Then the 
cheap cuts went up till they hugged the dear 
ones. The children wouldn't eat the nutritious 
dishes and the cats starved to death trying to 
live on them. : 

“tT asked the butcher about it and he said 
the trouble was that the big packers charged 
too much for the carcass, and there wasn't 
enough porterhouse and sirloin to go round. 
I told him the cheap cuts and scraps were 
relatively higher than porterhouse. He said 
I was a liar and tried to prove it. He failed 
on account of the lack of science and weight. 

“So I c3yked the packers about it, They said 
there wasn't enough porterhouse to go round 
and that we must eat flank steak. Then we 
went out after some flank steak. We falled 
to get a single one. The butcher said every- 
body was eating flank and there wasn't 
enough to go round. He said he would take 
our order for next month’s delivery, but the 
children were hungry and we couldn't wait. 

“The packers told us that the farmers were 
not raising cattle enough to supply the de- 


raise enough cattle because when they did 


‘vocated by physicians and others who have 


mand. The farmers told us that they don't 


raise enough the packers stoic the cattle from 
them at the market, so the only way to make 
any money raising cattle was to quit raising 
them. Same way with hogs. 

“I like conundrums and like to work them 
out, but not such hard ones as these. By this 
time Neighbor Jones and I knew all there was 
to be known about this high cost of living, 
but we couldn't make our knowledge fit any 
thing so that it would make sense. 

Everything that we learned-about the high 
cost contradicted everything else, so that when 
we came to balance up we didn’t know any- 
thing. Then I asked the packers some more 
about it. They said all there was to it lay tn 
the fact that the farmers didn’t raise enough 
cattle and hogs to go round, and there wasn't 
any profit in the business, anyway, for they 
sold the meat for about what it cost and de- 
pended on the scraps and offal and the coal 
business and the grain business and the rall- 
road business and a few little side lines of 
manufacturing, such as tanning leather and 
making toothbrushes, for the small profite that 
kept them from the poorhouse. 

“When I learned all this I pitied the big 
business operators so much that I forgot about 
the high cost, and wondered if there was any 
way that a man could make an honest living 
without grabbing everything in sight. 

I made arrangements to take another week 
off and learn some more about this high cost, 
but when I got home my wife said that bacon 
had gone down from 36 cents a pound to 34 
and that she thought the pound was a little 
mite heavier than it used to be, so she was 
going to have a slice for supper, 

“She said it wasn’t any use to chase round 
after the high cost any more. If things should 
continue to drop in price as fast as the bacon 
they would get down to zero before I could 
find two reasons that would agree. Which 
seems to be true, V. W.“
